Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  ray  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ended  31st  December,  1959* 

The  population,  as  estimated  mid-year  by  the  Registrar 
General  was  2,340j  and  there  were  20  births,  giving  a rate  of  8.14, 
and  18  deaths  v/ith  a rate  of  9*62;  five  deaths  were  due  to  heart 
disease,  three  to  cancer,  four  to  vascular  diseases  of  the  nervous 
system.  It  is  nleasing  to  record  no  infantile  deaths  and  no 
maternal  deaths*  The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  can  be  regarded 
as  satisfactory. 

Thirty  cases  of  measles  were  notified  during  the  year  and  two 
cases  of  tuberculosis;  one  respiratorjr  case  was  admitted  to  Hundens 
Lane  Hospital,  Darlington  and  the  other,  non-respiratory , was  a 
school  child  aged  6 years,  at  Over  Dinsdale.  There  were  no  cases  of 
infectious  diseases  notified  in  1956.  Measles  is  a disease  which  is 
generally  epidemic  eve^y  other  year  in  England  and  Wales,  and  during 
1959!»  19  schoolchildren  and  11  pre-school  children  were  notified 
with  measles,  mainly  in  the  months  of  January  and  April.  The 
disease  occurred  in  Croft,  Dalton,  Eryholme,  Over  Dinsdale,  Barton 
and  Stapleton. 

Immunization  against  poliomyelitis  was  continued  during  the 
year,  and  was  extended  to  include  all  children  and  young  adults  from 
6 months  to  2?  years,  and  priority  groups,  viz.  expectant  mothers, 
hospital  and  ambulance  staff  etc.  At  the  moment  of  writing  all 
persons  up  to  40  years  of  age  and  certain  small  priority  groups  are 
included.  There  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  notified  in  the 
district  during  the  jrear  1959.

1.  The. parishes  included  within  the  area  of  the  various  statutory 
undertakers  (T.'\(..,  &■  C.V/,  B.  ) are  Cleasby?  Cliffe,  part  of  Croft, 
Stapleton  and  Manfield. 


2.  The  parishes  not  included  within  the  statutory  water  areas  are 

( a ) Barton. 

^The  parish  of  Barton  is  supplied  bj^  a private  undertaker  and 
details  of  the  supply  have  been  mentioned  in  previous  reports.  It 
has  also  been  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  in  so  far  as  samples  have 
indicated,  particularly  after  rainibll,  high  counts  of  faecal  coli. 

The  Council  are  continuing  with  the  arrangements  for  the 
inclusion  of  this  parish  in  the  Richmond  Rural  District  Council’s 
area  of  supply' and  a supply  of  water  to  the  village  is  to  be  made 
by  an  extension  of  their  mains  from  Melsonby  to  connect  into  the 
existing  water  m.ains  which  supply  the  village.  There  is  also  to  be 
an  extension  into  the  parish  of  Newton  Morrell.  The  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  has  agreed  to  this  arrangement 
including  the  making  by  Richmond  Rural  District  Council  of  a fringe 
order  under  Section  113  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  193  6. 

(b)  Part  of  Croft. 

This  small  agricultural  area  could  be  supplied  by  either 
Richmond  Rural  District  Council  or  the  Tees  Valley  & Cleveland  Water 
Board  from  their  areas  of  supply  by  extending  their  services  about 
1400  yards.  At  present  there  is  no  mains  water  supply;-, 

( c ) Da It  on.  - ■ 

The  village  of  Dalton  receives  a bulk  supply  from  the  Tees 
Valley  bnd  Cleveland  Water  Board  distributed  in  the  village  b3?'  the 
Croft  Rural  District  Council.  The  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners 
take  a bulk  supply  from  the  Council's  mains  and  distribute  water  to 
about  7 farms  and  5 cottages.  Part  of  the  southern  area  of  the 
parish  is  supplied  by  Richmond  Rural  District  Council  direct  and 
through  a bulk  supply  from  that  Authority/-  to  Croft  Rural  District 
Council  to  a reservoir  and  water  mains  serving  the  temporar^^  housing 
site.  When  the  temporary  housing  site  closes  the  water  services 
could  be  transferred  to  Richmond  Rural  District  Council  to  enable 
them  to  increase  their  area  of  supply,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
arrangements  can  be  made  accordingly. 

(d)  Eryholme . 

In  previous  reports  the  hamlet  of  Eryholme,  comprising  10 
houses  has  been  indicated,  with  other  outlying  parts  of  parishes,, 
as  having  no  mains  supply?-.  The  hamlet  is  served  by  a well  with  a 
hand  pump  and  is  knov/n  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

Originally  estimates  for  an  extension  of  the  Council’s  main 
at  Dalton  was  considered  but  the  costs  were  excessive. 

The  owners  of  the  Estate  surrounding  the  hamlet  have  recently 
put  down  a bore  to  supply;-  some  of  the  farms  and  arrangements  have 
been  made  with  the  Estate  Company  for  a piped  water  supply  to  be 
brought  to  the  houses.  It  is  expected  that  by  the  end  of  next 
year  a supplj^  will  have  been  afforded. 

The  bore  hole  supply  referred  to  above  is  sufficient  and 
wholesome.  , . 


) 
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( e)  Girsby.  , 

This  parish  hag  only  a very  small  hamlet  and  consists 
primarily  of  isolated  farms,  and  hinds  houses*  Part  of  it  is 
supplied  hy  llorthallerton  Rural  District  Council  (private  supplies) 
and  the  rest  'by  bore  holes  and  wells*  ■ ■ 

'The  parish  is  adjacent  to  High  Worsall  which  is  in  Northallerton 
Rural  District  Council ’’s  statutory  area  of  supply  and  can  be  ■ 

supplied  from  that  source.  ; 

(f)  Newton  Morrell. 

This  parish  has  no  hamlet  and  comprises  isolated  farms  and 
houses.  The  northern  end  of  the  parish  can  be  supplied  by  the  Tees 
Valley  & Cleveland  Water  Board  from  their  main  in  Cleasby  and 
Stapleton  and  the  southern  -part  will  -be  supplied  by  a proposed 
extension  to  the  new  supply  to  Barton.  There  is  no  proper  water 
supply  to  some  of  the  houses  and  a farm  in  the  northern  end  of  this 
parish.  The  southern  end  i's  at  present  supplied  with  bore  holes  of 
which  there  have  been  no  complaints* 

( g)  Over  Dinsdale. 

At  Over  Dinsdale  the  Estate  Company  have  a 2”  galvanised  iron 
pipe  which  crosses  the  County  boundary  from  Middleton-One-Row  near 
Middleton-St-George  in  the  Darlington  Rural  District  Council  area, 
and  supplies  Over  Dinsdale  Hall  v/hich  has  been  converted  into  a 
hatchery  and  3 houses,  and  :then  a galvanised  iron  pipe  serves  other 
14-15  outlying  isolated  farms  and  houses. 

During  the  year  the  main,  where  it  crosses  the  river,  was 
damaged  again;  supplies  were  soon  restored.  The  supply  is  very 
limited  owing  to  the  size  of  main  crossing  the  River  Tees.  This 
parish  can  be  transferred  to  the  Tees  Valley  & Cleveland  Water 
Board. 

The  water  supply  to  this  parish  can  be  greatly  improved  by 
the  provision  of  a larger  water;  main  from  the  Tees  Valley  and 
Cleveland  Water  Board  mains  at  Midd leton-St-George.

The  proportion  of  dv/elling  houses  and  the  proportion  of  the 
population  supplied  from  the  public  mains  is  as  follov^s:- 


The  villages  of  Barton  and  Stapleton  have  each  combined 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  systems  which  are  unsatisfactory.  At 
Cle asby / Eryholmcj  Manfield  and  Dalton  there  are  combined  sewers 
which  discharge  without  proper  treatment  to  ditches.  In  the 
remaining  parishes  of  Nev/ton  Morrell j Cliffe,  Girsby  and  Over 
Dinsdale:,  no  public  sewer  is  available,  although  there  are  only  a 
few:  scattered  dwelling  houses  in  these  parishes.  In  all  the 
parishes  many  houses  have  their  own  cesspools,  some  with  filters, 
about  which  no  complaints  have  been  received.  The  Council  period- 
ically flush  ,'and  clean  sewers  and  tanks  at  Barton  and  Stapleton 
and  the  :Combined  sewers  at  Manfield  and  Dalton. 

I 

The  village  of  croft  has  modern  satisfactory  Sewerage  and 
Sewage  V/orks  'which  was  completed  on  the  15th  October,  1954.  The 
total  number  of  properties  served  by  the  sev/er  is  88  of  which 
75  are  connected  to  the  sewer. 

The  temporarj^  housing  sites  at  Croft  and  Dalton  (disused  R.A.P. 
hutments)  are  properly  drained,  x4.Cs.  being  provided  in  all  hut- 
ments and  two  modern  Sewage  Disposal  Works  are  maintained  by  an 
Attendant  appointed  by  the  Council  (as  Agent  for  the  Ministry  of 
Health).  These  two  Sewage  Works  only  deal  with  the  sewage  from 
17  houses  and  are  therefore  much 'too  large  for  the. purpose.  Apart 
from  this  the  condition  of  the  Works  have  deteriorated  as  no 
renev/als  have  been  made  because  of  the  Council’s  intention  to 
abandon  them  when  the  housing  site  ceases  to  be  required. 

The  Council  do  not  undertake  the  emptying  of  private  cesspools 
in  the  area  but  on  request  arrangements  are  made  for  the  hire  of 
the  Darlington  Rural  District  Council’s  machine  which  carries  out 
this  work  at  an  hourly  charge  of  21/-d. 

Proposed  Schemes.

Barton  Sewerage  & Sewage  Disposal. 

Tenders  were . received  and  arising  out  of  this  a revised 
estimate  amounting  to  £18,877  was  submitted  for  approval  to  the 
Ministry,  work  v/as  commenced  on  the  21st  July.  By  the  end  of  the 
year  some  of  the  sewers  wepe  reqdj^  and  a start  v;as  made  on  the 
Sewage  Works.  They  should  be  completed  by  the  end  of  next  year. 

Manfield,  Cleasby  & Dalton  Sev/erage  & Sewage  Disposal. 

; The  Consultant  was  instructed  in  May  to  prepare  a revised 

'scheme  for  these  villages  and  his  report  is  expected  early  next 
year. 

The  Council  provided  a temporary  sewage  disposal  tank  and 
filter  arrangement  in  connection  with  six  Council  houses  and  a 
school  at  Manfield  costing  £526-10-0d. 

Stapleton  Sewerage  & Sev/age  DisP osal . 

A preliminary  report  was  received  and  accepted  in  1948  at 
an  estimated  cost  of  £7,800  but  no  instructions  have  as  yet  been 
given  to  the  consultant  to  prepare  the  details  of  the  scheme. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

During  the  year  12  privies  were  converted  into  W.Cs.  as 
compared  with  10  in  I958.  The  Council  do  not  pa^;"  a grant  towards 
the  cost  of  W.C.  conversions. 

In  1953  the  Council  considered  a report  from  their, Chief 
Public  Health.  Inspector  regarding  a suggestion  that  grants  be 
made  towards  closet  conversions.  The  Council  decided  not  to 
make  contribution  under  Section  47  (4)  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 

1936. 
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SUIvMARY  OF  CLOSETS  IN  THE  i\Rm. 
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Scaven.Rlng. 

Public  scavenging  was  previously  restricted  to  villages  and 
hamlets.  During  1959  the  Contractor  was  instructed  to  make  a 
fortnightly  collection  to  overy  house  in  the  Council’s  area?  the 
cost  being  raised  to  fl^lOO. 

The  ratepayers  in  isolated  houses  are  required  to  bring 
their  bins  to  the  public  highway. 

The  temporary  housing  sites  in  the  parishes  of  Croft  and 
Dalton  are  scavenged  once  a week  'by  the  same  Contractor  at  an 
inclusive  cost  of  l/h^  per  bin  which  are  supplied. 

There  are  no  refuse  tips  belonging  to  the  Council  in  the 
area,  the  Contractor  has  to  find  his  own  means  of  disposal  and 
is  tipping  at  Stapleton  on  a private  tip. 

Litter  Baskets. 


Litter  baskets  are  situated  at  Barton  (3)  Cleasby  (1)  Croft 
(2)  Manfield  (2)  Dalton  ( 1)  and  Stapleton  (2)  and  are  emptied 
by  the  Contractor  every  fortnight. 

Maintenance  of  Council  Sewag:e  Works. 

The  Council  employs  one  man  to  deal  with  the  temporary  housing 
sites  at  Croft  and  Dalton.  This  person  makes  daily  visits  to  the 
new  pumping  station  at  Croft  and  does  other  maintenance  works  as 
required  in  the  various  parishes. 

The  emptying  of  the  Council’s  tanks  attached  to  other  Sewage 
Works  in  the  area  are  carried  out  regularly  by  the  hiring  of  a 
cesspool  emptier  from  the  Darlington  Rural  District  Council.  This 
is  available  as  required. 

Rivers  and  Streams,  River  P ollution  Prevention. 

During  the  y^ar  the  Wear  and  Tees  River  Board,  who  are 
responsible  for  the  prevention  of  pollution  of  the  rivers  and 
streams  in  the  area  have  continued  to  work  in  close  co-operation 
with  the  department.  Copies  of  analyses  of  effluents  from  the 
Council’s  Y/orks  v/here  they  are  likely  to  affect  the  rivers  and 
streams  are  sent  to  us  periodically.  The  Pollution  Officer  of  the 
V/ear  and  Tees  River  Board  is  kept  advised  as  to  the  position 
regarding  our  nev/  schemes  for  sevmge  and  sewerage  disposal  and  of 
any  improvements  carried  out  to  our  existing  works. 

Again  in  JanuarA^,  1959  flooding  took  place  and  it  v/as 
reported  to  the  Council  later  in  the  year  (September).  The 
cleansing  of  Barton  beck  was  considered  but  the  Council  decided 
to  take  no  further  action.
